Civic Club Hears 
Talk by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff Atkinson 
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Given sudden impetus. by a donation 
of $500 from the 'Antioch Lions club, 
the lake region's 1940-41 program of 
winter sports is getting underway in 
fine style at Lake Antioch. 

An improved toboggan slide is being 
constructed, ski runs suitable for ama- 
teurs are -being laid out, and the lake 
/surface will be kept clear for skating. 
Hockey rinks are to be arranged, as 
teams from other cities have already 
expressed a desire to meet Antioch 
• teams. 

-^Floodlights which will make possible 
the holding of night events are to be 
put into use.

"Speed is one of the greatest con- 
tributory causes of automobile acci- 
dents," Chief Deputy Walter L. Atkin- 
son of the Lake County sheriffs de- 
partment told members of the Men's 
Civic club at a dinner meeting Monday 
evening in the Antioch restaurant. 

Many accidents which would other- 
wise be preventable occur because au- 
tomobiles are: going at a speed which 
makes it impossible for them to be 
stopped in time, Atkinson told the club 
members, drawing for illustrations on 
the findings of the sheriff's depart- 
ment in various cases. 

During the course of his talk, which 
dealt with "General . Duties of the 
Sheriffs Office," be demonstrated the 
use df various appliances, such as tear 
gas bombs and safety paraphernalia, 
used by the sheriffs department in the 
course of its work.

Antioch firemen and members of the 
local life saving squad are elated over 
the announcement by Jim (McMillen 
that he will install a two-way radio in 
the rescue truck as a piece of perma- 
nent equipment. 

McMillen, radio engineer and co-dc- 
stgncr of the two-way system now be- 
ing used in «thc Lake County sheriff's 
office and /other police headquarters 
with marked success, believes the 
equipment will greatly increase the ef- 
ficiency of rescue work and may prove 
vital in cases where speedy communi- 
cation becomes a factor an saving a 
life. 

Always In direct communication with 
the sheriffs or any short-wave police 
station radio, messages may be relayed 
to any remote point in the area, 
McMillen explains. 

The rescue truck accompanies the 
firemen to all rural fires, and a ready 
communication system will prove an 
invaluable aid in cases of accident or 
when additional equipment or help is 
to (be Called to the scene. 

MdMillcn and Bert Anderson, asso- 
ciated with him in radio, and who now 
is employed in the Lake county sher- 
iff's office as radio operator, donate 
their services to installing the set in 
the rescue truck, iMcMillen says. It is 
believed, however, that this public 
spirited community will not leave the 
pair "holding the bag" in the matter of 
expense for material, and that a way 
will be found to. relieve the men of 
this cost.

Any profit retained up to 10 per cent will, of course, 
be subject to income and excess-profits taxes, which at 
present rates will probably amount to nearly two-thirds 
of any such retained profit." 

The example is only one among hundreds of for- 
ward-looking actions by industry in every part of the 
country. Through such acts— and America has the right 
to expect them of other groups as well as the manu- 
facturers—the defense program can be carried out in the 
spirit for which this nation's people are famous. And 
only on those terms can we keep in this nation the es- 
sentials that are really worth the defending.

58 years. Night before his death he 
had been forced by hls^Uness to 
cancel an appearance before he 
American Farm Bureau federation 
meeting in Baltimore.

FARM PROGRAM: 
Loan Advocated 

The American Farm Bureau fed 
I eration. meeting in Baltimore, advo 
; cated a program, which through tht 
use of government loans, would peg 
prices of major crops considerably 
above current market quotations 

The federation, which has been 
pro-New Deal, admitted the plan 
wouid require cc ngrt donal revision 
of the present agricultural legisla- 
tion. The present law permits loans 
up to 75 per cent of parity rates. 
The proposed legislation would 
j make loans to farmers at ates 
' equivalent to B5 per cent. 

Edward A. O'Neal, federation 
president, said parity prices based 
on current conditions were about 
$1.12 a bushel for wheat. 15.75 a 
pound for cotton and 81.5 cents a 
bushel for corn. 

Coupled with thi high loan feature 
would be a system of marketing 
quotas and heavy penalties for 
farmers who sold in excess of their 
allotments. 

EPIDEMIC:

Developing in California and

At the Top 

Resignations of Chief Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes and Asso- 
ciate Justice James McReynolds 
from the Supreme court are expect- 
ed shortly after the inauguration. It 
has been gossip in the capital for 
weeks that Hughes offered his resig- 
nation, but was prevailed upon by 
the President to withhold it until 
after the campaign. 

The appointments, which are for 
life, are greatly sought after by law- 
yers who regard it as the highest 
honor that can come to their pro 
fessions. Many have been mentionec 
for the two places, but there is somi 
indication the chief justice ploci 
may be filled from members no\v 
sitting, either Mr. Justice Stone oi 
Mr. Justice Douglas. If such would 
happen, the President could make 
three appointments instead of two 

For the other places there has 
been mention of Senator Minton of 
Indiana, who was defeated in the 
recent campaign; Leon Henderson 
of the SEC. and Attorney General 
Jackson. Appointment of Jackson 
might raise to cabinet status Fran 
cis Biddle. now solicitor general.
